THE IRREPRESSIBLE CONFLICT. 


T e e F r e e m a n is not inclined to wave the 
“ bloody shirt ” in relation to events that are 
p ast and have been outgrown by the love of 
p eace and devotion to the Union. 
The atro­ 
cities p erp etrated by the Southern p eop le 
during the war were not a surp rise to those 
who had read Charles Sumner on “ The Bar­ 
barism of Slavery ,” and these things the 
Northern p eop le have tried to forgive and 
forget. 
But we arc twenty -five y ears away 
from slavery now, and during that time the 
South has had an equal chance with the rest 
of the county -—a much better chance than 
the settlers of the wild West—to bring its 
civilization up to the highest standards. 
If 
it still indulges in shocking and needless 
crimes, the p eop le of the United States have 
a right to ask concerning them, and to in­ 
quire why they are p erp etrated. 
Hon. William E. Chandler has done more 
than p erhap s any other man to trace out cur­ 
rent crime in the South and to uncover the 
influences that are p ep etuating it. In August 
last he wrote concerning eleven murders 
of colored men at Freetown, Iberia Parish, 
La., by a white crowd under (’ap t. Cade 
These men had committed no offense against 
the law whatever. 
They were hunted to the 
house of their p astor, Rev. Celestine Nore, 
where they sought refuge. 
This house the 
white gang riddled with bullets, and as the 
negroes were driven out they were shot down 
one by one. 
Mr. Chandler shows how effective these 
murders were p olitically . 
The majorities 
given in Iberia p arish 
for several y eais 
p revious had been: 1878, Rep ublican o70; 
1880, Rep ublican 030; 1882, Rep ublican 860; 
1884, Rep ublican 570. 
Then began 
the 
manip ulations of the Democratic ring, and a 
good deal of 
the 
Rep ublican vote was 
thrown 
out. 
But 
even 
in 
Ap ril, 
1888, the Rep ublicans were credited by the 
ring with 590 votes, while Nieholls, the 
Democratic candidate for Governor, was 
awarded 1,923. 
Between this and the Presi' 
dential election the eleven murders above 
narrated took p lace and the result on Presi­ 
dent was: Cleveland 1,594, Harrison 9. The 
murders ap p ear to have accomp lished their 
object. 
Troubles were renewed in January last. In 
a quarrel on the 25th of that month a white 
man named Trainor was shot and killed by a 
negro named 8am Wakefield. 
The latter 
was ly nched an hour later by a mob. 
It is 
not stated that this was a p olitical murder, 
but the w hite Democrats were quick to turn 
it to p olitical account. 
On the27th the town 
of New Iberia was p lastered with notices in­ 
forming Adolp he Wakefield, Jim Rosewood 
and nine other colored men, accused of be­ 
ing accessories to the killing of Trainor, 
that they 
must 
leave 
the 
p arish be­ 
fore 
noon 
of 
that 
day , 
or 
they 
would be “ p romp tly dealt with by the 
whites.” As a result of this notice Rosemond 
was murdered. 
He had left town with the 
rest, but stole back at night to recover some 
of his effects, and was detected and hanged 
to the cross-beam of a bridge in the most 
p ublic thoroughfare of the town. 
A bag con­ 
taining his clothes and a small quantity of 
food was found up on him. and p roved that 
hunger had driven him to risk his life. 
Had 
he licen strung up a half-hour earlier the first 
ladies of the p lace would have p assed under 
his dangling corp se on their return from the 
op era. 
Mr. Chandler p roduces an advertisement 
which he finds in the Atlanta Co n stitu tio n 
of 
December 
20th, offering for sale 
“ five 
bloodhounds, trained to trail negroes or con­ 
victs.” 
He also quotes a local item from 
Hop kinsville, Ky ., of the torture of a five 
y ear old colored girl by some half grown 
white boy s named Wilson with whom she 
had been left in charge by their mother. The 
boy s strip p ed off her clothing, tied her to a 
p ost and beat her, and then thrust her in the 
fire and held her there till her ey es were 
burned out. 
He also quotes from the Cru ­ 
sader and other p ap ers several instances in 
which negroes on being arrested were led to 
jail or to court with rop es around their necks. 
The effect of this is brutalizing in the last 
degree. 
Political objects are at the bot­ 
tom of all these crimes. 
The Southern p eo­ 
p le, iu order to keep the negro in subjection, 
are setting an ex amp le which is making 
brutes and murderers of their children. 
Mr. Chandler has been an earnest advocate 
of a p rocess of investigation of these outrages 
and their causes and of legislation for the better 
p rotection of the colored p eop le. 
Whenever 
he rose to sp eak in Congress on the subject 
he was assailed by the whole Democratic 
p ress as an enemy of p eace, a foe of the South 
and a p ublic disturber. 
But the government 
has not y et done its full duty to the negro, 
whom emancip ation cast help less among his 
enemies. 
The ballot was indeed given him 
and ex p ected to p rove a weap on of defense, 
but this very right has embittered the antag­ 
onism against him and made it more dan 
gerous. 
It is time to p onder the truth 
¡Senator Ingalls’s declaration that the two races 
can never assimilate. 
Legislation that stop s 
short of sep aration and the colonization of 
the negroes in a state by themselves must 
only aggravate the difficulty . 


wages of ten hours for the labor of eight. It 
is across this rock of difference that the 
movement usually breaks. 
The emp loy er 
docs not wish to p ay ten hours' wages for 
eight hours’ work; the workingman does not 
wish to surrender twenty p er ceut of his 
wages to help on the great reform. 
An eight hour sy stem, vigorously enforced, 
would without doubt confer a great many 
benefits. 
It would give the emp loy ed work­ 
man more time to devote to his family , his 
garden, his newsp ap er or base ball. It would 
make room for the emp loy ment of ten work­ 
men where eight are now emp loy ed. 
It 
would 
op erate 
favorably 
to 
emp loy ­ 
ers 
when 
business 
was 
dull, 
aud 
make the task lighter for night workers when 
business was so brisk as to call for constant 
op erations. 
All these things can be said in 
advocacy of the movement. Against it stands 
the single fact that emp loy ers will never p ay 
ten hours’ wages. 
They will not because 
they cannot, and laws, even if enacted, can­ 
not force them to do it. 
They are alway s 
left the alternative of closing their doors, and 
this they would do, not in isolated instances 
here and there, but by a grand combination 
in p rotest against an edict of ty ranny . 
If the workingmen of the country are p re­ 
p ared to give up a p ortion of their wages for 
a shorter day . they can easily get an eight 
hour law p assed by giving attention to the 
legislative elections. 
But if they seek it 
through strikes they are likely to fail, be­ 
cause emp loy ers are alway s stronger than the 
emp loy ed when p rovoked to strike back. But 
if a law Is p assed let it be rigid. 
Let p enal­ 
ties be p rovided for those w ho, working by 
the p iece, ex ceed their eight hours, and those 
who in times of hurry work double hours. T 
we are to have an eight hour law, the benefit 
of the unemp loy ed should be made the first 
consideration. 
The workman who wants an 
eight hour law in the ex p ectation of getting 
p ay for two hours of idleness is selfish, but 
he who desires it in order that some needy 
friend may take his p lace and his p ay for 
two hours is a p hilanthrop ist. 


MONTANA. 


The Oklahoma movement has awakened 
the country to the fact that a great many 
American p eop le are in want of farms and 
are w illing to settle up on and cultivate the 
cheap lands of the government. 
For this 
reason some information is being p ublished 
about Montana. 
\Ve are told that the great 
Milk River Reservation, which was op ened 
about a y ear ago, contains 17,500,000 acres, 
or about nine times as large an area as Okla­ 
homa. 
This reservation alone would make a 
state ¡is large as South Carolina, which claims 
to l>e sup p orting over a million p eop le. 
This land was p urchased of the Indians by 
the government for $4,300,000, which 
about 25 cents an acre. 
Rep orts concerning 
its 
fertility 
are 
not 
as 
favorable 
as those 
of 
Oklahoma 
which 
p ro 
ceded 
its 
occup ation, 
but 
which are 
now found to have been ex aggerated. There 
is no doubt, however, of the adap tability of 
the country to stock raising, as p rofitable 
branch of agricultural industry as any that is 
p racticed in the United States, and requiring 
less labor than the tilling of the soil. 
The 
raising of cattle, horses and sheep has al­ 
ready been successfully p ursued and is cap able 
of immense develop ment. 
And if the Milk 
River region of Montana lies to the N orth­ 
west and looks cold, the testimony of those 
who have visited it p roves that it is a much 
more genial and comfortable country for 
Northern man than Oklahoma with its hot 
and arid sands and its lack of p ure water. 
Montana is a state by act of Congress, and 
in less than six months will have a govern­ 
ment of its own. 
Those who have been dis­ 
ap p ointed in Oklahoma can with p rofit turn 
their step s towards Montana.

THE EIGHT-HOUR AGITATION. 


The Federation of Labor has undertaken 
to p ush the eight hour issue on a p lan that 
will leave nothing else to be tried. 
The agi 
tation is to be kep t up for a y ear, or till May 
1st, 1890, with local strikes here and there to 
keep p ublic attention continuously occup ied, 
the whole to be concluded with one grand 
and universal strike which will force its 
adop tion. 
When this is done the labor agita­ 
tor will have ex hausted his ingenuity , and if 
success does not follow, further agitation will 
p robably be useless. 
A much easier way , it seems to us, might 
be obtained 
through 
legislation. 
If the 
workingmen of the state of New York, for 
instance, want an eight hour law they can 
easily elect men to the nex t Legislature who 
will vote for one. 
These politicians, eager 
for popular favor, can be much more easily 
persuaded than the hard-headed men of busi­ 
ness who manage their afTairs without regard 
to politics.

THE IRREPRESSIBLE CONFLICT. 


T e e F r e e m a n is not inclined to wave the 
“ bloody shirt ” in relation to events that are 
past and have been outgrown by the love of 
peace and devotion to the Union. 
The atro­ 
cities perpetrated by the Southern people 
during the war were not a surprise to those 
who had read Charles Sum uer on “ The Bar­ 
barism of Slaver}’,” and these things the 
Northern people have tried to forgive and 
forget. 
But we arc twenty-five years away 
from slavery now, and during that time the 
South has had an equal chance with the rest 
of the country—a much better chance than 
the settlers of the wild W est—to bring its 
civilization up to the highest standards. 
If 
it still indulges in shocking and needless 
crimes, the people of the United States have 
a right to ask concerning them, and to in­ 
quire why they are perpetrated. 
Hon. William E. Chandler has done more 
than perhaps any other man to trace out cur­ 
rent crime in the South and to uncover the 
influences that are pepetuating it. In August 
last he wrote concerning eleven murders 
of colored men at Freetown, Iberia Parish, 
La., by a white crowd under Capt. Cade 
These men had committed no offense against 
the law whatever. 
They were hunted to the 
house of their pastor, Rev. Celestino Nore, 
where they sought refuge. 
This house the 
white gang riddled with bullets, and as the 
negroes were driven out they were shot down 
one by one. 
Mr. Chandler shows how effective these 
m urders were politically. 
The majorities 
given in Iberia parish 
for several yeai 
previous had b een : 1878, Republican 570; 
1880, Republican 035; 1882, Republican 860; 
1884, Republican 570. 
Then began 
the 
manipulations of the Democratic ring, and a 
good deal of 
the 
Republican vote was 
thrown 
out. 
But 
even 
in 
April, 
1888, the Republicans were credited by the 
ring with 590 votes, while Nicholls, the 
Democratic candidate for Governor, was 
awarded 1,923. 
Between this and the Presi' 
deutial election the eleven m urders above 
narrated took place and the result on Presi­ 
dent was: Cleveland 1.594, Harrison 9. The 
m urders appear to have accomplished their 
object. 
Troubles were renewed in January last. In 
a quarrel on the 25th of that month a white 
man named Trainor was shot and killed by a 
negro named Sam W akefield. 
The latter 
was lynched an hour later by a mob. 
It is 
not stated that this was a political murder, 
but the white Democrats were quick to turn 
it to political account. 
On the27th the town 
of New Iberia was plastered with notices in­ 
form ing Adolplie W akefield, Jim Rosewood 
and nine other colored men, accused of be­ 
ing accessories to the killing of Trainor, 
that 
they 
m ust 
leave 
the 
parish 
be 
fore 
noon 
of 
that 
day, 
or 
they 
would lie “ prom ptly dealt with by the 
whites.” As a result of this notice Rosemond 
was murdered. 
He had left town w ith the 
rest, but stole back at night to recover some 
of his effects, and was detected and hanged 
to the cross-beam of a bridge in the most 
public thoroughfare of the town. 
A bageou 
taining his clothes and a small quantity of 
food was found upon him. and proved that 
hunger had driven him to risk his life. 
Had 
he been strung up a half-hour earlier the first 
ladies of the place would have passed under 
his dangling corpse on their return from the 
opera. 
Mr. Chandler produces an advertisement 
which he finds in the A tlanta Constitution of 
December 
20th, offering for sale 
“ five 
bloodhounds, trained to trail negroes or con 
viets.” 
He also quotes a local item from 
Hopkinsville, Ky., of the torture of a five 
year old colored girl by some half grow n 
white boys named W ilson with whom she 
had been left in charge by their mother. The 
boys stripped off her clothing, tied her to a 
post and beat her, and then thrust her in the 
fire and held her there till her eyes were 
burned out. 
He also quotes from the Cru­ 
sader and other papers several instances in 
which negroes on being arrested were led to 
jail or to court with ropes around their necks. 
The effect of this is brutalizing in the last 
degree. 
Political objects are at the 
hot 
tom of all these crimes. 
T he Southern peo­ 
ple, iu order to keep the negro in subjection, 
are setting an example which is making 
brutes and m urderers of their children. 
Mr. Chandler has been an earnest advocate 
of a process of investigation of these outrages 
and their causes and of legislation for the better 
protection of the colored people. 
W henever 
he rose to speak in Congress on the subject 
he was assailed by the whole Democratic 
press as an enemy of peace, a foe of the South 
and a public disturber. 
But the government 
has not yet done its full duty to the negro, 
whom emancipation cast helpless among his 
enemies. 
The ballot was indeed given him 
and expected to prove a weapon of defense, 
but this very right has embittered the antag­ 
onism against him and made it more dan­ 
gerous. 
It is time to ponder the truth of 
(Senator Ingalls's declaration that the two races 
can never assimilate. 
Legislation that stops 
short of separation and the colonization of 
the negroes in a state by themselves must 
only aggravate the difficulty. 


THE EIGHT-HOUR AGITATION. 


wages of ten hours for the labor of eight. It 
is across this rock of difference that the 
movement usually breaks. 
The employer 
docs not wish to pay ten hours’ wages for 
eight hours' work; the workingman does not 
wish to surrender twenty per cent of his 
wages to help on the great reform. 
An eight hour system, vigorously enforced, 
would without doubt confer a great many 
benefits. 
It would give the employed work­ 
man more time to devote to his family, his 
garden, his newspaper or base ball. It would 
make room for the employment of ten work­ 
men where eight are now employed. 
It 
would 
operate 
favorably 
to 
employ­ 
ers 
when 
business 
was 
dull, 
and 
make the task lighter for night workers when 
business was so brisk as to call for constant 
operations. 
All these things can be said in 
advocacy of the movement. Against it stands 
the single fact that employers will never pay 
ten hours’ wages. 
They will not because 
they cannot, and laws, even if enacted, can­ 
not force them to do it. 
They are always 
left the alternative of closing their doors, and 
this they would do, not in isolated instances 
here and there, but by a grand combination 
in protest against an edict of tyranny. 
If the workingmen of the country are pre­ 
pared to give up a portion of their wages for 
a shorter day. they can easily get an eight 
hour law passed by giving attention to the 
legislative elections. 
But if they seek it 
through strikes they are likely to fail, be­ 
cause employers are always stronger than the 
employed when provoked to strike back. But 
if a law Is passed let it be rigid. 
Let penal 
ties be provided for those w ho, working by 
the piece, exceed their eight hours, and those 
who in times of hurry work double hours. 1^ 
we are to have an eight hour law, the benefit 
of the unemployed should be made the first 
consideration. 
The workman who wants an 
eight hour law in the expectation of getting 
pay for two hours of idleness is selfish, but 
he who desires it in order that some needy 
friend may take his place and his pay for 
two hours is a philanthropist.

The Federation of Labor lias undertaken 
to push the eight hour issue on a plan that 
will leave nothing else to be tried. 
The agi 
tation is to be kept up for a year, or till May 
1st, 1890, with local strikes here and there to 
keep public attention continuously occupied, 
the whole to be concluded with one grand 
and universal strike which will force its 
adoption. 
When this is done the labor agita­ 
tor will have exhausted his ingenuity, and if 
success does not follow, further agitation will 
probably be useless. 
A much easier way, it seems to us, might 
be obtained 
through 
legislation. 
If the 
workingmen of the state of New York, for 
instance, want an eight hour law they can 
easily elect men to the next Legislature who 
will vote for one. 
These politicians, eager 
for popular favor, can be much more easily 
persuaded than the hard-headed men of busi­ 
ness who manage their aflairs without regard 
to politics. 
The employer of labor is natural­ 
ly averse to the adoption of an eight hour 
system, as disturbance, delay and loss would 
be expected to follow and continue uftiil I 
entire business of the country had fcecoi 
adapted to it.

The Oklahoma movement has awakened 
the country to the fact that a great many 
American people are in want of farms and 
are willing to settle upon and cultivate the 
cheap lands of the government. 
For this 
reason some inform ation is lieing published 
about Montana. 
We are told that the great 
Milk River Reservation, which was opened 
about a year ago, contains 17,500,000 acres, 
or about nine times as large an area as O kla­ 
homa. 
This reservation alone would make a 
state as large as South Carolina, which claims 
to lie supporting over a million people. 
This land was purchased of the Indians by 
the government for $4,300,000, which is 
about 25 cents an acre. 
Reports conccrnim 
its 
fertility 
are 
not 
as 
favorable 
those 
of 
Oklahoma 
which 
pre 
ceded 
its 
occupation, 
but 
which are 
now found to have been exaggerated. There 
is no doubt, however, of the adaptability of 
the country to stock raising, as profitable 
branch of agricultural industry as any that is 
practiced in tlie United Slates, and requinte 
less labor than the tilling of the soil. 
The 
raising of cattle, horses and sheep has al­ 
ready been successfully pursued and is capable 
of immense development. 
And if the Milk 
River region of Montana lies to the North 
west and looks cold, the testimony of those 
who have visited it proves that it is a much 
more genial and comfortable country for 
Northern man than Oklahoma with its hot 
and arid sands and its lack of pure water. 
Montana is a state by act of Congress, and 
in less than six m onths will have a govern­ 
ment of its own. 
Those who have lieen dis­ 
appointed in Oklahoma can with profit turn 
their steps towards Montana.

P a ul , Minn., May 0.—Furious forest 
fires are raging in Northern Minnesota and 
Northern Wisconsin, and an immense amount 
of damage has been done. 
For miles on 
three sides of Duluth the fire rages, aud many 
country residences hav e been destroyed. 
On the Hermantown road, near Duluth, 
ev ery dwelling for four miles has been de­ 
stroyed. 
It is feared some liv es hav e been 
lost, as incoming farmers report a v ast sea of 
fire which is sweeping ev erything before it. 
A high wind is blowing, which makes it 
impossible for any headway to lie made 
linst the fire. 
It must simply burn until 
there is nothing more for it to destroy. 
Sev ­ 
eral houses were burned, yesterday, near 
Spirit Lake. 
A large number of telegraph 
poles hav e been burned and communication 
is interfered with. 
Iu some places ties on 
railroad track, hav e been burned, making it 
dangerous to mov e trains. 
South of Ashland, for 150 miles, the forests 
are ablaze. 
On the Fond Du Lac Indian 
reserv ation ov er $20,000 worth of skidded 
logs were consumed. 
Oilier losses aggregat­ 
ing $10,000 also occurred on the reserv ation. 
Cumberland, Wisconsin, is almost wholly 
surrounded by fire. 
The losses aggregate 
$40,000. 
North of Grantsburg, Mis., the 
fire has destroyed ev erything in its path. 
Along the Northern Pacific Railroad, in llie 
neighborhood of Cromwell, the tamarack for­ 
ests and whatev er else comes in the way is 
being burned. 
It is hoped a heav y rain will 
come soon and stop the further spread of the 
lire. 

Minn., Thomas Campbell 
and Ernest Lowell were surrounded by lire, 
and finally their camp outfit was burned 
about them. 
They took refuge on half an 
icre of plowed ground, but were terribly 
burned and will die.

P a u l , M inn., Muy 0.—Furious forest 
fires are raging in Northern Minnesota and 
Northern W isconsin, and an immense amount 
of damage has been done.

three sides of Duluth the fire rages, and many 
country residences have been destroyed. 
On the Hermantown road, near D uluth, 
every dw elling for four miles has been de­ 
stroyed. 
It is feared some lives have been 
lost, as incoming farmers report a vast sea of 
fire which is sweeping everything before it. 
A high wind is blowing, which makes it 
impossible for any headway to be made 
against the fire. 
It must sim ply burn until 
there is notiiiug more for it to destroy. 
Sev­ 
eral bouses were burned, yesterday, near 
Spirit Lake. 
A large number of telegraph 
poles have been burned and communication 
is interfered with. 
Iu some places ties ou 
railroad track, have been burned, m aking it 
dangerous to move trains. 
South of Ashland, for 150 miles, the forests 
are ablaze. 
On the Fond Du Lac Indian 
reservation over $20,000 worth of skidded 
logs were consum ed. 
Other losses "aggregat­ 
ing $10.000 also occurred on the reservation. 
Cumberland, W isconsin, is almost w holly 
surrounded by fire. 
The losses aggregate 
$40,000. 
North o f Gnintsburg, AY is., the 
fire has destroyed everything in its path. 
A long the Northern Pacific Railroad, in the 
neighborhood o f Cromwell, the tamarack for­ 
ests and whatever else comes in the w ay is 
being burned. 
It is hoped a heavy rain will 
come soon and stop the further spread of the 
fire. 
Near H inckley. M inn., Thom as Campbell 
and Ernest Lowell were surrounded by lire, 
and finally their camp outfit was burned 
about them. 
They took refuge on half un 
acre of plowed ground, but were terribly 
burned and will die. 
Four yoke of cattle 
perished. 
D u l u t h , M inn., May 6.—There was quite 
a heavy rain for a few minutes in this vicin­ 
ity, yesterday, which cleared the atmosphere 
in Duluth of the heavy smoke and checked 
somewhat the forest fires in the country, but 
the shower was local, and the fires in most 
directions are still raging. 
A lumberman 
w ho arrived from Ashland, M inn., o i the 
Northern Pacific Railroad, said there was but 
little raiu there and it did not do any good. 
Near Carlton Station. W ls., 
the house, 
barn and brickyard of F. H. Apygar were 
destroyed. 
Superintendent Green, of the 
Northern Pacific Road, has arrived from 
Brainerd. 
lie reports little rain in that di­ 
rection and the country covered w ith sm oke 
from the burning woods. 
An engineer on the night train on the St. 
Paul & D uluth Railroad^ which arrived here 
yesterday morning, says that on the run from 
Mission Creek to near Duluth, 60 miles, there 
was no need of a head-light, the tracks being 
lighted up by the flames. 
The dam age to 
farmers and to lumbermen will tie great. 
Several lumber camps have been burned out. 
Everywhere the cry is for rain.

From reports received b y mail and b y tele­ 
graph from the fruit-growing sections along 
the Hudson Valley b y T he F ue e m an 
to-day 
there is every reason for b elieving that the 
year 1889 will b e the most prolific on record. 
For two wetks there has b eeu a wealth of 
b lossoms on every hand. Generally speaking, 
the season is from five to 10 days ahead of last 
year. 
If one third of the peach b uds that have 
b lossomed mature the yield will he in excess 
of any previous year. 
Last year the b lizzard 
killed the b uds in many localities. The peach- 
growers say that the year and a half’s rest the 
trees have had will cause the prospective fruit 
to b e more juicy and finer in fib er than since 
1886. wlieu a somewhat similar b light pro­ 
duced that result. Many new trees have b een 
set out recently. 
All classes of raspb erry hushes promise 
great things. 
Two varieties excepted, the 
b ushes never showed greater vitality than at 
present.

grown for 60 miles along the west hank of 
the Hudson River, b etween Cornwall and 
Catskill, many men have amassed compe­ 
tences. 
Why the fruit “ ran out,” except in 
one or two sections where vigorous patches 
can still he found, has never b een satisfacto­ 
rily explained. 
There is no question that the 
Antwerp is the finest of all the raspb erries. 
During the past 10 years three fourths of the 
b erries sold in New-York City for Antwerps 
were hyb rid productions. 
Several new b er­ 
ries, in some respects resemb ling the Ant­ 
werp, will l>c marketed two months hence. 
The grape crop for a distance of 70 miles 
along the west b ank of the Hudson and ex­ 
tending from one to 12 miles inland and to a 
less extent on the east hank promises to b e 
enormous, exceeding tlmt of any previous 
year b y at least 10,000 tons. 
During the 
coming fall hundreds of acres of new Con­ 
cord vines will come in b earing for the first 
time. 
Everywhere the vines are growing 
luxuriantly. 
The indications are that the 
transportation facilities b y b oat and b y rail 
will b e taxed to the utmost, and already 
growers are making preparations to make 
wine in large quantities. 
Nearly nine-tenths 
of the entire yield will b e Concords. 
This 
variety of fruit grows to perfection along the 
Hudson Valley, the climate and soil seeming 
to b e peculiarly adapted for its successful 
propagation. 
Contrary to general expectation the apple 
crop will he fully up to the average, the trees 
having b lossomed heavily. 
Pears give prom ­ 
ise of yielding a rich harvest. 
Plums, apri­ 
cots and currants are all growing finely. 
Strawb erries wintered well, and the copious 
rains during the past few days of April did 
much toward increasing full yields of the 
early varieties. 
Other small fru’ts are in vig­ 
orous condition. 
In its entirety the outlook 
for 
a b ounteous fruit harvest was never 
b righter. 
In one or two localities in Ulster and 
Greene counties frost did slight damage last 
Fridav night. 
The loss, however, is a mere 
b agatelle.

The condition imposed is such that “ if the 
ab ove b oundtn applicant, during the time 
he shall keep an inn, tavern or hotel, will 
not suffer it to b e disorderly, or suffer any 
gamb ling, or keep a gamb ling tab le of any 
description within the inn, tavern or hotel 
so kept b y him, or in any out-house, yard or 
garden b elonging thereto, then the preceding 
ob ligation to b e void; otherwise to remain in 
full force and virtue.”

censes.” 
The Hon. James G. Lindsley followed. He 
said: “ No one knows b elter than myself the 
evils of alcoholic drink, not from a personal 
experience with the vile stuff, hut from the 
misery and desolation it has wrought to 
whole families in this City. 
The govern­ 
ment of the State has placed the responsib ility 
of granting licenses in the hands of persons 
who wish to take that responsib ility. 
It falls 
on this Board to take that responsib ility. 
The numb er of licenses in this City ought to 
b e restricted. 
Upon 
you devolves this 
duty. 
You must not shirk. 
You must 
not go b ehind any other Board, b ecause it is 
said so much money rnrst b e raised to main­ 
tain the poor of the City.” 
I). B. Ab b ey asked the attention of the 
Board. He said: “ I feel a great interest in the 
matter. 
It is well known that the numb er 
of b ona fide hotels in this City does not ex­ 
ceed 15. yet last year ab out 100 hotel licenses 
were granted. 
Mauy of these licenses were 
granted to grocery stores. 
I protest against 
such action. 
Hotel licenses should lx* graut- 
ed strictly according to the statute. The idea 
of proprietors putting up a few straw b eds 
and culling their places hotels is a farce. 
Many saloons—exceedingly b ad ones—keep 
open Sundays and all night in violation of the 
law. 
If the Board of Alms Commissioners 
have 
failed 
to 
prosecute 
that 
is 
no 
reason 
why 
you, 
as 
a 
Board 
of Excise for the purpose of granting 
licenses, should not do your duty and see to 
it that all the requirements of the law are 
fulfilled. 
The present state of affairs is felt 
more in Rondout than in Kingston. 
I ask 
this Board also uot to grant licenses to offi­ 
cers of the Jaw.” 
The Rev. W. A. Shaw also protested 
against granting licenses to men holding City 
or County oflices, and also against licensing 
any place to sell b eer or liquor in Wiltwyck. 
He said the saloons are a school of vice* for 
b oys. 
The Rev. O. Haviland said that the mem- 
liers of the Alliance had appeared b efore the 
Board in the interests of a large class of the 
b est citizens of the City. “ The Board of E x­ 
cise should discriminate more closely in 
granting licenses. 
There are many grocery 
licenses and notoriously b ad ones in the discre­ 
tion of the Board, 't his is a pub lic matter.and 
we have a right to know upon what petitions 
licenses are granted and who the b ondsmen 
are.

BRIGHT OUTLOOK FOR SMALL FRUITS 


W h a t R e tu r n s K eeeiv ed b y -‘T b e F re e m a n '* 
F ro m A lo n g tb e H u d so n V a lle y S how . 
From reports received by mail and by tele­ 
graph from the fruit-growing sections along 
the Hudson Valley by T h e F r e e m a n to-day 
there is every reason for believing that the 
year 1889 will be the most prolific on record. 
For two w etks there has beeu a wealth of 
blossoms on every hand. Generally speaking, 
the season is from five to 10 days ahead of last 
year. 
If one-third of the peach buds that have 
blossomed m ature the yield will be in excess 
of any previous year. 
Last year tbe blizzard 
killed the buds in many localities. The peaeh- 
growcrs say that the year and a half’s rest the 
trees have had will cause the prospective fruit 
to be more juicy and finer in fiber than since 
1886. wheu a somewhat sim ilar blight pro­ 
duced that result. Many new trees have been 
set out recently. 
All classes of raspberry bushes promise 
great things. 
Two varieties excepted, tbe 
bushes never showed greater vitality than at 
present. 
Every indication poiuts to a large 
and exceptionally fine crop of this fruit. The 
raspberry acreage during the past 
three 
years has been largely increased. 
Here and 
there attem pts are being made to revive the 
culture of the North River Antwerp, noted 
for its beautiful color, aroma ana fine, silky 
texture. 
D uring 
tbe 
40 
vtars 
or 
so 
that 
Ihe 
Antwerp 
was 
successfully 
grown for 60 miles along tbe west bank of 
the Hudson River, between Cornwall and 
Catskill, many men have amassed compe 
tences. 
AYhy tbe fruit “ ran o u t,” except in 
one or two sections where vigorous patches 
cau still be found, has never been satisfacto­ 
rily explained. 
There is no question that the 
Antwerp is tbe finest of all the raspberries. 
During tbe past 10 years three fourths of the 
berries sold in New-York Cilv for Antwerps 
were hybrid productions. 
Several new her 
ries, in some respects resembling tbe A nt­ 
werp. will lie marketed two months hence. 
Tbe gr;ipe crop for a distance of 70 miles 
along the west bank of the Hudson and ex 
tending from one to 12 miles inland and to a 
less extent on the east bank promises to be 
enormous, exceeding that of any previous 
year by at least 10,000 tons. 
D uring the 
coming fall hundreds of acres of new Con 
cord vines will come in bearing for the first 
time. 
Everywhere the vines are growing 
luxuriantly. 
The indications are that the 
transportation facilities by boat and by rail 
will lie taxed to tbe utmost, and already 
growers are making preparations to make 
wine in large quantities. 
Nearly nine-tenths 
of the entire yield will be Concords. 
This 
variety of fruit grows to perfection along the 
Hudson Valley, tbe climate and soil seeming 
to lie peculiarly adapted for its successful 
propagation. 
Contrary to general expectation tbe apple 
crop will be fully up to the average, tbe tree 
having blossomed heavily. 
Pears give prom 
ise of yielding a rich harvest. 
Plum s, apri 
cots and currants are all growing finely 
Strawberries wintered well, and the copious 
rains during tbe past few days of April did 
much toward increasing full yields of tbe 
early varieties. 
Other small fruits are in vig 
orous condition. 
In its entirety the outlook 
for a bounteous fruit harvest was never 
brighter. 
In one or two localities in Ulster and 
Greene counties frost did slight damage last 
Friday night. 
The loss, however, is a mere 
bagatelle.

The Board of Excise of this City met at tbe 
City Hall, this forenoon, to grant licenses. A 
num ber of saloon-keepers and “ hotel men’’ 
were present, as was also a committee, con­ 
sisting of the Rev. A. K. Fuller,Pastor of the 
W urts-Street Baptist Church; the Rev. O. 
Haviland, Pastor of the St. Jam es M. E. 
Church; the Rev. Thomas I.amont, Paster of 
the Rondout M- K. Church; the Rev. W. 
Shaw, Pastor of the Church of the Com­ 
forter, W iltw yck; W illiam S. Smith, Sunday 
School Missionary; 
the Hon. 
Jam es G. 
Lindsley, D. B. Abbey and others. 
These 
gentlemen made a protest to the Board 
against granting licenses indiscriminately. 
Mr. Fuller made an address. 
He said that 
the Committee was composed of officers and 
members of the Evangelical Alliance, and 
represented nine churches and voiced the sen­ 
timent of 4,000 of the most intelligent and 
law abiding citizens. 
He then read tbe fol­ 
lowing preamble and resolutions drawn bv 
the Rev. W . A. Shaw, which were adopted 
at a meeting of the Alliance in the Kingston 
Young Men’s Christian Association rooms a 
short time ago, as the basis of a protest and 
appeal to the Excise Board in respect to the 
restriction of licenses: 


W h i r k a s , The traffic in debasing beverages is as­ 
sum ing alarm ing proportions in our City through 
the increasing num ber of saloons and the apparent 
facility with which licenses are obtained, ami, as a 
conmiquence, intem perance, with its m any concomi­ 
tant evils. Is on the increase ; wives and mothers 
are m aking their lam entations publicly heard over 
the fall of husliands and s o n through the preva­ 
lence of this traffic, and hundreds more arc suffer­ 
ing silently the present and forboded ills which the 
existence of this traffic inflicts upon them ; the 
licensing of a single saloon is alm ost without excep­ 
tion the beginning of b'ight and ruin to some indi­ 
viduals and families in the im m ediate vicinity 
where it is established, and works m oral deteriora­ 
tion to a much wider extent around it, and 
W h e r e a s . Y'our petitioners 
of the K.vangeli- 
ical Alliance, believing th a t it is the unmistakable 
public sentim ent of our City th a t this traffic ougbt 
greatly to be restricted, and moreover that the 
Board’of Excise ha>e io respect to saloons at least, 
absolute discretionary power, and th at a great re­ 
sponsibility rests upon them not to augm ent but to 
abate this evil, not merely to follow hut rather to 
create and foster by their action a healthful public 
sentim ent in respect to this evil, therefore, we, 
your petitioners, do pray your Board, 
First, That the laws governing the issuing of 
licenses for hotels shall be interpreted in the interest 
of m orality, and not in subserviency to the pecuni­ 
ary gain of individuals, or to the securing of revenue 
to the City. 
Second, That the num ber of saloon licenses be 
dim inished by at least one-half, so that instead of 
presenting as at this time—the am azing ratio—of 
one to every 150 inhabitants, this ratio shall Ik* 
m ade not more than one saloon to every 3(X) of the 
population. 
Mr. Fuller urged tbe Board to take cogniz 
anee of the protest. 
In part be said: “ I ask 
this in the best interests of the community 
and morality. 
Intemperance is on the in­ 
crease here. 
The City is gaining a bad name 
abroad. 
It is spoken of as a rum bole 
place filled with saloons. 
The evil not alone 
affects the moral interests but also tbe ccm 
mercial interests of tbe City. It is your duty, 
as Excise Commissioners, to be careful 
granting licenses. 
For every $50 taken 
in this way the City loses $1,000. 
We 0112111 
to think of something else. 
W e have families 
to look after, and there should certainly be a 
restriction placed on the granting of these li­ 
censes.” 
Tbe Hon. Jam es G. Lindsley followed. He 
said; “ No one knows better than myself the 
evils of alcoholic drink, not from a personal 
experience with the vile stuff, but from tbe 
misery and desolation it has wrought to 
whole 
families in this City. 
The govern 
ment of the Slate has placed t he responsibility 
uf granting licenses in tbe hands of persons 
who wish to take that responsibility. 
It falls 
on this Board to take that responsibility. 
The num ber of licenses in this City ought to 
lx> restricted. 
Upon 
you 
devolves this 
duty. 
You must not shirk. 
You must 
not go behind any other Board, because it is 
said so m uch money must be raised to main 
tain the poor of the City.” 
I). B. Abltey asked the attention of the 
Board. lie said: “ I feel a great interest in tbe 
m atter. 
It is well kDown that the number 
of liona fide hotels in this City docs not ex 
ceed 15, yet last year about 1Ó0 hotel licenses 
were granted. 
Mauy of these licenses wen 
granted to grocery stores. 
1 protest against 
such action. 
Hotel licenses should be graut 
ed strictly according to tbe statute. Tbe idea 
of proprietors putting up a few straw beds 
and culling their places hotels is a farce 
Many saloons—exceedingly bad ones—keep 
open Sundays and all night in violation of the 
law. 
If the Board of Alms Commissioners 
have 
failed 
to 
prosecute 
that 
no 
reason 
why 
you, 
as 
a 
Board 
of 
Excise 
for the purpose of 
grantin 
licenses, should not do your duty and see to 
it that all tbe requirements of the law are 
fulfilled. 
The present state of affairs is felt 
more in Rondout than in Kingston. 
I ask 
this Board also not to grant licenses to otfi 
cers of the law .” 
The Rev. W . A. Sliaw also protested 
against granting licenses to men holding City 
or County otflces, and also against licensing 
any place to sell beer or liquor in Wiltwvek 
He said the saloons are a school of vice for 
boys. 
The Rev. O. Haviland said that the mem 
l>ers of the Alliance bad appeared before tbe 
Board in the interests of a large class of tbe 
best citizens of the City. “ The Board of Ex 
cisc should discriminate more 
closely in 
granting licenses. 
There nre many grocety 
licenses and notoriously bad ones in the discre 
tionof the Board. 'I bis isa public matter.and 
we have a tight to know upon what petitions 
licenses are granted and who the bondsmen 
are.

Tbe Rev. A. K. Fuller then presented the 
following requests to tbe Board: 
F irst—That you shall not grant hotel licenses to 
any but those lawfully entitled to such licenses—not 
to-grocery stores. 
Second—That no licenses be granted to persons 
entrusted with the execution of the laws. « 
T hird—T hat licenses be not granted to any who in 
the past have been known to violate tbe laws under 
which their licenses are granted. 
F ourth— t h at in granting licenses you have in 
m ind not so much the money received as the best 
interests of the City. 
F ifth —That you make the license as high in each 
case as possible. 
Sixth—That you grant as few licenses as in your 
o ireful judgm ent is dem anded by the real senti­ 
m ent of our City on this question. 
A fter Mr. Fuller had finished reading Ihe 
third article of the six requests, he addressed 
the Board as follows: “ Is that not a reason­ 
able request, gentlemen ? 
Have you a right 
to grant licenses to men who have broken the 
law last year ? ” 
The Committee then withdrew, and there 
was a rush of saloon-keepfrs and “ hotel 
men ” to “ get their applications in." 
Ale and beer licences were granted to tbe 
following persons, this nfternoon:

That w e ----------- 
are held and firmly bound unto the people of the 
Slate of New-York in the penal sum of 825-), to be 
paid to the said people; for which paym ent well and 
truly to be made, we bind ourselves and our heirs, 
executors and adm istrators, and the heirs, execu­ 
tors and adm inistrators of each of us, jointly and 
severally, firmly by these presents. 
The condition imposed is such that “ if the 
above boundcu applicant, during the time 
be shall keep an inn, tavern or hotel, will 
D ot suffer it to be disorderly, or suffer any 
gambling, or keep a gambling table of any 
description within tbe inn, tavern or hotel 
so kept by him, or in any out-house, yard or 
garden belonging thereto, then the preceding 
obligation to be void; otherwise to remain in 
full force and virtue.”

TUE IRREPRESSIBLE CONFLICT. 


T h e F r e e m a n is not inclined to wave the 
“ Woolly shirt ’’ in relation to events that are 
past and have liven outgrown by the love of 
peace and devotion to the Union. 
The atro­ 
cities perpetrated by the Southern people 
during the war were not a surprise to those 
who had read Charles Sum ner on “ The Bnr- 
harisin of Slavery,” and these things the 
N orthern people have tried to forgive and 
forget. 
But we arc tw enty-five years away 
from slavery now, and during that time the 
South has had an equal chance with the rest 
of the country—a much better chance than 
the settlers of the w ild W est—to bring its 
civilization up to the highest standards. 
If 
it still indulges in shrieking and needless 
crimes, the people of the United States have 
a right to ask concerning them , and to in­ 
quire why they are perpetrated. 
Hon. William F. Chandler has done more 
than jHrhaps any other man to trace out cur­ 
rent crime in the South and to uncover the 
Influences that are |>epetunting it. In August 
last he wrote concerning eleven m urders 
of colored men at Freetow n. Il>eria Parish, 
L a., by a white crowd under ( ’apt. Cade 
These men had committed no offense against 
the law whatever. 
They were hunted to the 
house of their pastor, Rev. Celestine Nore, 
where they sought refuge. 
This house the 
white gung riddled with bullets, and ss the 
negroes were driven out they were shot down 
one by one. 
Mr. Chandler shows how effective these 
m urders were politically. 
The majorities 
given in I lien a parish 
for several yeats 
previous had lieen: 187*. Republican -VTO; 
1880, Republican OiVi; 188‘J, Republican 8fi0; 
1*84, 
Republican .ITO. 
Then lagan 
the 
m anipulations of the Democratic ring, and a 
good deal of 
the 
Republican vote was 
thrown 
out. 
But 
even 
in 
April. 
1**8, the Republicans were credited by the 
ring with 590 votes, while Nicholls, the 
Democratic candidate for Governor, was 
awarded 1,933. 
Between this and the Presi­ 
dential election the eleven m urders above 
narrated took place and the result on Presi­ 
dent was: Cleveland 1,894, Harrison 9. The 
m urders appear to have accomplished their 
object. 
Troubles were renewed in January last. In 
a quarrel on the 25lh of that month a white 
man named Trninor w as shot and killed by a 
negro named Sam W akefield. 
The latter 
was lynched an hour later by a mob. 
It is 
not stated that this wus a political m urder, 
but the white Democrats were quick to turn 
it to political account. 
On the 27th the tow n 
of New Iberiu was plastered w ith notices in 
form ing Adolphe W akefield, Jim Rosewood 
and nine other colored men, accused of liv­ 
ing accessories to the killing of Trainor, 
that 
they 
must 
leave 
the 
parish 
1n*- 
fore 
noon 
of 
that 
day, 
or 
they 
would be “ prom ptly dealt w ith by the 
w hites.” As a result of this notice Rosemond 
was murdered. 
He had left town with the 
rest, but stole back at night lo recover some 
of his effects, and was detected and hanged 
to the cross-beam of a bridge in the most 
public thoroughfare of the town. 
A beg con­ 
taining his clothes! and a small quantity of 
food was found upon him. aud proved that 
hunger had driven him to risk his life. 
Had 
be liven strung up a half hour earlier the first 
ladies of the place w ould have passed under 
his dangling corpse on their return from the 
opera. 
Mr. Chandler produces an advertisement 
which he finds in the A tlanta Conntitution of 
December 
20th, offering for sale 
" five 
bloodhounds, trained to trail negroes or con­ 
victs.” 
He also quotes a local item from 
Hopkinsville, Ky , of the torture of a live 
year old colored girl by some half grown 
white Imys named W ilson with whom she 
had been lift in charge by their mother. The 
boys stripped off her clothing, tied lier to a 
post and beat her, nod then thrust her in the 
fire aud held her there till her eyes were 
burned out. 
Ile also quotes from the Cru- 
M<Ur and oilier papeis several instances in 
which neirrocs on being arrested were led to 
jail or to court w ith ropes around their necks. 
The effect of this is brutalizing in the last 
degree. 
Political objects are at the 
bot­ 
tom of all these crimea. 
T he Southern peo­ 
ple, iu order to keep the negro in subjection, 
arc setting an exam ple which is m aking 
brute# and m urderers of their children. 
Mr. Chandler has been an earnest advocate 
of a process of investigation of these outrages 
and their causes and of legislation for the be tter 
protection of the colored people. 
W henever 
he rose to speak in Congress on the subject 
he was assailed by the whole Democratic 
press as an enemy of jicacf, a foe of the South 
aud a public disturber. 
But the government 
has not yet done its full duty to the negro, 
whom em ancipation cast helpless am ong his 
enemies. 
The ballot was indeed given him 
and expected to prove a weapon of defense, 
but this very right has em bittered the antag­ 
onism against him and made it more dan 
gerous. 
It is time to ponder the truth of 
benator Ingalls's declaration that the two races 
can never assimilate. 
legislation that stops 
short of separation and the colonization of 
the negroes in a state by themselves must 
only aggravate the difficulty. 


THE EIGHT-HOUR AGITATION. 


The Federation of Lalior has undertaken 
to push the eight hour issue on a plan that 
will leave nothing else to be tried. 
The agi 
tation is to be kept up for a year, or till May 
1st, 1890, with local strikes here and there to 
keep public attention continuously occupied, 
the whole to be concluded w ith one grand 
and universal strike which will force its 
adoption. 
When this is done the labor agha 
tor will have exhausted his ingenuity, and if 
success does not follow, further agitation will 
probably be useless. 
A much easier way, it seems to us, m ight 
be obtained 
through 
legislation, 
lf 
the 
w orkingm en of the state of N ew York, for 
instance, w ant an eight hour law they can 
easily elect men to the next Legislature who 
will vote for one. 
These politicians, eager 
for popular favor, can he m uch more easily 
persuaded than the hard headed men of busi­ 
ness who manage their affairs w ithout regard 
to politics. 
The em ployer of labor Is natural­ 
ly averse to the adoption of an eight hour 
system , as disturbance, delay aud loss would 
be expected to follow aud continue until the 
entire business of the country had become 
adapted to it. 
B ut a still more serious objec­ 
tion 
is 
the 
wish 
of 
the 
work 
iafm an 
to 
continue 
to 
receive 
the 


wages of ten hours for the labor of eight. It 
is across this rock of 
difference that the 
movement usually breaks. 
The employer 
does not wish to pay ten hours' wages for 
eight hours’ work; the workingm an does Dot 
wish to surrender twenty per cent of his 
wages to help on the great reform. 
An eight hour system, vigorously enforced, 
would without doubt confer a great many 
benefits. 
It would give the employed w ork­ 
man more tim e to devote to his family, his 
garden, his newspaper or base ball.

make the task lighter for night workers when 
business was so brisk as to call for constant 
operations. 
All these things can be said in 
advocacy of the movament. Against it stands 
the single fact that employers will never pay 
ten hours’ wages. 
They will not because 
they cannot, and laws, even if enacted, can­ 
not force them to do it. 
They arc always 
left the alternative of closing their doors, and 
this they would do, not in isolated instances 
here and there, but by a grand combination 
in protest against an edict of tyranny. 
lf the workingm en of the country are pre­ 
pared to give up a portion of their wages for 
a shorter day. they can easily get an eight 
hour law passed by giving attention to the 
legislative elections. 
But if they seek it 
through strik is they are likely to fail, lie 
cause employers are always stronger than the 
employed w hen provoked to strike back. But 
if a law Is passed let it lie rigid 
Li t penal 
tics be provided for those who, working by 
the piece, exceed their eight hours, and those 
w ho in times of hurry work double hours. lf 
we are to have an eight hour law, the benefit 
of the unem ployed should la* made the first 
consideration. 
The workman who wants an 
eight hour law in the expectation of getting 
pay for two hours of idleness is selfish, but 
he who desires it in order that some needy 
friend may take his place and his pay for 
two hours is a philanthropist.

the Hudson Valley by T h e F r e e m a n to day 
there is every reason for believing that the 
year 1889 will be the most prolific on record. 
For two weeks there Im been a wealth of 
blossoms on every hand. Generally speaking, 
the season is from five to IO days aiiead of last 
year. 
If one third of the peach buds that have 
blossomed mature the yield will be in excess 
of any previous your. 
Last year the blizzard 
killed the buds in many localities. The peach- 
growers say that the year and a half’s rest the 
trees have had will cause the prospective fruit 
to be more juicy and finer in fiber than since 
1886. whou a somewhat similar blight pro­ 
duced th at result.

EVANGELICAL

The Board of Excise of this City met at the 
City Hall, this forenoon, to grant licenses. A 
numbei of saloon-keepers and “ hotel men’’ 
were present, as was also a committee, con­ 
sisting of the Rev. A. K. Fuller,Pastor of the 
Wurts-Street Baptist Church; the Rev. O. 
Haviland, Pastor of the St. James M. E. 
Church; the Rev. Thomas Lamont, Paster of 
the Hondout M- E. Church; the Rev. AV. 
Sh HW, Pastor of the Church of the Com 
fort cr, Wiltwyek; AVilliam S. Smith, Sunday 
School Missionary; 
the Hon. 
Jnmes G. 
Lindley, I). B. Abliey nnd others. 
These 
gentlemen made a protest to the Bonn] 
against granting licenses Indiscriminately. 
Mr. Fuller made an address. 
He said that 
the Committee was composed of officers and 
memliers of the Evangelical Alliance, and 
represented nine churches and voiced the sen­ 
timent of 4,000 of the most intelligent and 
law abiding citizens. 
He then read the fol­ 
lowing preamble and resolutions drawn bv 
the Rev. AY. A. Shaw, which were adopted 
at a meeting of the Alliance in the Kingston 
Young Men's Christian Association rtKuns a 
short time ago, as tile Ixisis of u protest and 
appeal to the Excise Board in respect to the 
restriction of licenses: 
W H ia ta l, The traffic In debasing twrerafrc* Is as­ 
sum ing alarm ing proportions in our City through 
tho increasing num ber of saloons and tile npiiarcnt 
facility with which license* are obtained, and. as a 
consequence. Intem perance, with its m any concom i­ 
tan t evils, Is on the increase ; wives aud m others 
are m aking their lam entations publicly heard over 
th® faD of hutliands and sot* through the preva­ 
lence of this traffic, and hundreds more are suffer­ 
ing silently th - present and forboded ills w hich the 
existence of this traffic inflicts upon them ; the 
licensing of a single saloon is alm ost w ithout excep­ 
tion the beginning of blight and ruin to some in d i­ 
vidual* and fam ilies in the im m ediate vicinity 
where it is established, and works m oral deteriora­ 
tion to a much willer extent around it, and 
W lH tm . A'our 
petitioners 
of the Evangeli­ 
c a l Alliance, believing th a t it is the unm istakable 
public sentim ent of our City th a t this traffic ought 
greatly to be restricted, and moreover th a t the 
It.a fd of Excise have in respect to saloons at least, 
absolute discretionary power, and that a g reat re ­ 
sponsibility rests upon them not to augm ent b u t to 
alaite this evil, not merely t i follow hut rath er to 
create and foster by their action a healthful public 
sentim ent iii respect to this evil, therefore, we, 
your petitioners, do pray your Board, 
First, That the laws governing the issuing of 
licenses for hotels shall be Interpreted in the Interest 
of m orality, and not in subserviency to the pectin! 
a rr gain or individual*, or to the securing of revenue 
to the City. 
Second. That the numtter of saloon licenses be 
dim inished by a t least one-half, so th at instead of 
presenting as at this tim e—the am azing ratio —of 
one to every 150 inhabitant*, this ratio shall Im: 
m ade not more than one saloon to every 3*1 of the 
population, 
Mr. Fuller urged Hie Board lo luke eogniz. 
anre of the protest.

this in the best interests of the community 
and morality. 
Intemperance is on the in 
crease here.
